于 jit ceases to be a petty Political issue. 

China has expressed tme and again its preference for over- 
seas Chinese to settle in the reslident country and to become 
local citizens. This policy is contrary to the traditional 
Chinese thinking that“fallen leaves return to the soll,” and 
will meet with resentment and misunderstanding in OUT 
comImunity for many years to come. 

We feel that China?'s overseas Chinese policy ls both en- 
lightened and pragmatic. Enlightened in the sense that 
departs from the ethnocentric ideas of the Chinese and 站 
envisions a world community where people will no longer be 
discriminated because of race or national orfiglin。 Pragmatic 
because there are no other alternative solutions around at 
this time. 

The problem now is how to educate our community to 
accept that they are citizens of this nation，and not Chinal 
that they should devote their time,， money，and energy on 
local issues and concerns; and to make further contributions 
to this nation and the world.
